NEW YORK The hotel industry is reexamining 
guest privacy safeguards in light of the case of 
ESPN reporter Erin Andrews, who was video- 
taped nude through the peephole of her hotel 
room door, allegedly by a man who reserved an 
adjacent room. Here are some tips for staying 
safe in hotels. 

D Memorize the locations of elevators and 
emergency exits on your floor. 

D If you haven’t requested room service or 
assistance from housekeeping, and some- 
one knocks on your hotel door claiming to be 
a member of the hotel staff, “call the front desk 


and ask if someone from their staff is supposed 
to have access to your room and for what pur- 
pose,” according to a list of “Guest Safety 
Tips” from the American Hotel & Lodging 
Association. 

El Desk clerks should never say your room 
number aloud when you check in. The 
number should be written on the card key sleeve 
and discreetly handed to you. 

P | Last summer the hotel industry reported 
a spate of prank calls to hotel employ- 
ees and guests in which frantic callers claimed 
to be reporting an emergency such as a fire 
that required guests to leave their rooms. The 


American Hotel & Lodging Association says if 
you receive such a call, hang up and call the front 
desk for confirmation before leaving your room. 

□ Keep hotel room windows and doors 
locked, and blinds and drapes closed. Be 
sure to check bathroom windows, sliding glass 
doors and doors that connect adjacent rooms. 
Use whatever bolt or chain locks are on the door 
whenever you are inside the room. 

If you are worried about being spied 
on through the peephole of your door, 
Greenberg suggests covering it with a piece of 
duct tape, which is easy to remove if you still want 
to see who’s on the other side.

Annoying poll’s, like, whatever

So, you know, it is what it is, but Americans are 
totally annoyed by the use of “whatever” in con- 
versations. 

The popular slacker term of indifference 
was found “most annoying in conversation” by 
47 percent of Americans surveyed in a Marist 
College poll released Wednesday 

“Whatever” easily beat out “you know, ’’which 
especially grated a quarter of respondents. The 
other annoying contenders were “anyway” (at 7 
percent), “it is what it is” (11 percent) and “at the 


end of the day” (2 percent). 

“Whatever” pronounced “ WHAT-ehv-errr” 
when exasperated is an expression with staying 
power. Immortalized in song by Nirvana (“oh 
well, whatever, nevermind”) in 1991, popularized 
by the Valley girls in “Clueless” later that decade, 
it is still commonly used. 

It can be an all-purpose argument-ender or a 
signal of apathy And it can really be annoying. 
The poll found “whatever” to be consistently 
disliked by Americans regardless of their race, 
gender, age, income or where they live. 


“It doesn’t surprise me because “whatever” 
is in a special class, probably,” said Michael 
Adams, author of “Slang: The People’s Poetry” 
and an associate professor of English at Indiana 
University “It’s a word that— and it depends how 
a speaker uses it— can suggest dismissiveness.” 

Adams, who was not involved in the poll and 
is not annoyed by “whatever,” points out that its 
use is not always negative. It also can be used in 
place of other, neutral phrases that have fallen 
out of favor, like “six of one, half dozen of the 
other,” he said.

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When ‘single' or 
‘married' won't do 

I recently signed up for a free account on a local radio station’s Web 
site so I could win fabulous prizes and enter contests. 

After providing the standard demographic information like age, ZIP 
code, favorite music type, I was asked to choose my marital status. My 
options were: married or single. Those were my only choices, and I am 
neither. I have a really hard time choosing “single” because I feel like 
it’s a slap in the face to my long-term relationship, yet I cannot choose 
“married” because I don’t have the opportunity to legally wed. 

A year ago, this might not have sparked anything in me other than 
mild annoyance and some head shaking. But with everything currently 
happening in the fight for equal marriage rights, it really struck a nerve. 

Why should I, a gay man in an n-year rela- 
tionship who is not legally allowed to be mar- 
ried, be forced into one of these two narrow 
options when registering for anything? Even if 
gay marriage isn’t legal in every state right now, 
most states such as Illinois do recognize domes- 
tic partnerships on some minor level. What’s 
wrong with offering a “living with partner” 
option that could also cover long term straight 
couples who aren’t married? 

Illinois currently bans same-sex marriage, 
as do most other states, which means, among 
many other things, that if I was admitted to 
the hospital my partner might not be able to 
make critical decisions on my behalf because 
the state doesn’t recognize us as a couple. There is a planned march 
on Washington, D.C., on Sunday, called the National Equality March 
(and a local rally on the same day in Daley Plaza), which coincides with 
National Coming Out Day 

This march is to show President Obama, the politicians, and this 
country that the gay community deserves to be treated as equals, not 
second-class citizens. This is a civil rights issue. 

I’m occasionally invited to weddings of my straight friends. I go to 
support them and partake in their special day But during every cer- 
emony I am aware that I’m not allowed to experience the same event. I 
can’t walk down the aisle and legally join my partner in ceremony 

Technically, I could have a commitment ceremony or get married in 
Iowa, a state that does recognize same-sex marriage. But my marriage 
would be immediately invalidated as soon as I got home to Chicago— 
what good is that? I would like to have and retain the same rights as 
everyone else in this country 

In the end, I chose “married” on the radio station survey as a symbol- 
ic gesture toward what we are fighting for. And I will be at the Marriage 
Equality Rally in Daley Plaza at i p.m. Sunday to continue that fight. 
And I encourage everyone, gay or straight, to join us because it’s the 
right thing to do. jason steele is a redeye special contributor.

Searching for answers 


Chicago City 
Council makes 
changes 


The Chicago City Council on Wednesday 
voted on a number of measures covering top- 
ics including the CTA, abortion and dog care. 
Here’s a rundown of some of the developments. 


Bubble zone around clinics 

The council passed an ordinance creating a 
so-called bubble zone requiring anti-abortion 
activists to keep their distance from people 
entering clinics. 

Under the measure, anti-abortion activ- 
ists must respect the personal space of people 
entering medical facilities in Chicago or risk a 
$500 fine. 

The ordinance establishes a 50 -foot buf- 
fer outside the entrances of all health-care 
facilities. 

Fine for barking 

Owners of dogs making excessive noise that 
“unnecessarily disturbs” their human neighbors 
soon will face fines of $50 to $250 a day under 
an ordinance Chicago aldermen approved 
Wednesday 

Under the measure, which takes effect Nov 
17, the noise would have to occur continually 
for at least 10 minutes or intermittently for “a 
significant portion of the night.” It also would 
have to be louder than the average conversation 
at a distance of 100 feet or more. 


Government’s education brass travel to Chicago in wake of fatal school beating 


CTA board pick approved

The U.S. Secretary of Education Arne 
Duncan and Atty Gen. Eric Holder came 
to Chicago on Wednesday to address the 
issue of youth violence across the nation, 
bringing the weight of their offices but rela- 
tively little in the way of funding or a plan 
to address it. 

The visit came two weeks after the release 
of a video capturing in lurid detail the fatal 
beating of a Fenger High School student. 
That video prompted a national outcry as 
it made the rounds on national TV and the 
Web, sparking a speedy response from the 
Obama administration. 

Holder and Duncan met privately with 
a handful of Fenger students, parents and 
school officials Wednesday morning before 
holding a joint news conference with Mayor 
Daley Although the officials spoke in broad 
terms about the video sounding a public 
alarm, no one suggested specific public 
actions or solutions— beyond launching a 
“national conversation on values.” 


PROTEST 

Standing outside of the City Hall news 
conference, a band of activists gathered to 
shout down Duncan and others as they left. 
They carried signs reading: “You can’t solve 
it, your system caused it.” 



“It’s not a conversation where we want to 
do all of the talking,” said Holder, flanked 
by a cadre of local officials. “We want to 
listen to educators, to parents, to students 
and to experts in the field and find out the 
best ideas for addressing this urgent prob- 
lem.” 

Although the focus was national, the 
most concrete response was aimed locally 
—a $500,000 federal grant for Fenger High 
School and the elementary schools that send 
students there. 

The money can be used however the 
school decides, though currently the district 
says it’s on track to spend almost that much 
for buses that have been shuttling kids to 
and from Fenger since the beating death. 


Those kids are from the Altgeld Gardens 
public housing complex and have been in 
conflict with kids from the neighborhood. 

The issue comes as no surprise to Duncan, 
who served seven years as the head of 
Chicago Public Schools. Touth violence in 
the city became a national issue during his 
tenure, as scores of public school students 
were murdered. 

On Wednesday, Duncan rattled off some 
of the names of children killed in Chicago 
over the years: Blair Holt, Starkeisha Reed, 
Dantrell Davis. Duncan said he hoped the 
death of Albert could start a conversation on 
values, and on the responsibility for every- 
one to ensure that children grow up in envi- 
ronments of support. 

“Somehow, many of our young people 
have lost faith in the future,” said Duncan. 
“They’ve been denied the love, support 
and guidance they need. They’ve grown up 
believing that their life is not worth any- 
thing, and no one else’s life is worth anything 
either.” 


The council approved Mayor Daley’s appoint- 
ment of Terry Peterson as the new head of 
the CTA board. Peterson, a former 17th Ward 
alderman, also worked in the mayor’s office and 
managed Daley’s 2007 re-election campaign. 

New alderman 

The council unanimously approved Mayor 
Daley’s choice of John Rice to replace William 
J.P Banks as alderman of the 36th Ward on the 
Far Northwest Side. 

Banks, a longtime Daley ally and zoning com- 
mittee chairman, recently retired as alderman 
and asked the mayor to appoint Rice, his aide 
and driver, to fill the seat until the 2011 elec- 
tion. 

Fine for idling 

The drivers of some diesel-powered vehicles 
that idle for longer than three minutes could 
get $250 tickets under a rewrite of the city’s 
air pollution control law aldermen approved 
Wednesday The measure, pushed by environ- 
mental groups, aims to reduce the amount of 
air pollution 
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Lawyer: Video shows 
cop beating teen at school 


A 15-year-old boy says a Dolton police offi- 
cer assigned to his special needs school 
slammed him against lockers, then wrestled 
him to the floor, breaking his nose. 

The scuffle— caught by a school camera— 
occurred in May after the unidentified officer 
scolded Marshawn Pitts for not having his 
shirt tucked in and sent him to the principal’s 
office at the Academy for Learning, accord- 
ing to the boy’s attorney Ed Manzke. 

‘Apparently the school that he attended 
had a policy that students had to have their 
shirts tucked in,” Manzke said. “We’re for- 
tunate that it {the beating] was caught on 
videotape.” 


Dolton Mayor Ronnie Lewis said the offi- 
cer has since been terminated, but claimed 
he does not know why 

The video shows the burly officer 
approaching Marshawn and talking to him 
as they walked down a hall. A woman joins 
them, and she grabs Mar shawn’s arm. He 
appears to pull away from her and say some- 
thing to the officer, who then suddenly 
pushes the boy against the lockers, then 
grabs him and throws him to the floor. 

Manzke insisted the boy said nothing 
derogatory to either adult before the scuffle. 

“There is nothing {the officer] could say 
that could justify {the beating],” Manzke 


said. “There was no threat of harm to the 
officer. There was nothing that a 140 -pound 
kid could say to justify the reaction.” 

The boy was then taken to the Dolton 
police station, according to Manske. Dolton 
police refused to talk about the case. 

The school released a statement saying it 
could not comment on “an incident involv- 
ing a specific student.” 

It added: “Unfortunately, the physical 
restraint of a student sometimes becomes 
necessary In such instances, AFL and its 
staff are committed to employing tech- 
niques that are safe, effective, and which 
conform to best practice standards.” 


CTA unveils plan 
to cut costs by $122M 

The CTA on Wednesday 
outlined a plan to slash 
spending by $122 million 
in next year’s budget— 
including dozens of lay- 
offs — to reduce a projected 
$300 million budget short- 
fall caused by lower-than- 
expected tax revenues. 

Most of the savings, 
about $90 million, will be 
accomplished by shifting 
capital-improvement funds 
to the operating budget to be spent on preventive maintenance, officials said. 

The remainder of the cuts and efficiencies will generated in several ways. At least 
70 non-union jobs will be eliminated, which along with reducing intern and fellows 
programs is estimated to save about $21.6 million. 

In addition, merit pay increases will be deferred and more furlough days and 
unpaid holidays instituted for non-union employees. 

The CTA estimates it can save $10.5 million by scaling back contracts, reducing 
expenditures and hedging fuel purchases. Despite the cuts, the CTA must still pare 
$178 million to erase its projected deficit. Fare increases and service cuts are on 
the table, transit officials said.

Chicago financier Jim Tyree took a big step toward 
becoming a newspaper publisher Wednesday when 
he finally came to terms with the largest union at 
Sun-Times Media Group over concessions at the 
heart of his $26.5 million rescue bid for the company. 
An agreement between leaders of the Chicago 
Newspaper Guild and Sun-Times management was 
ratified by the union’s four bargaining groups in 
heated voting sessions Wednesday evening.

Fatal beatings are top of mind since the beating 
death of 16-year-old Derrion Albert in Roseland 
last month. The attack was captured on video 
and watched worldwide on the Internet. 

This week, two men were beaten to death, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. A 69-year-old Lincoln Square bar owner 
was beaten to death on Sunday, the same day 
a 48-year-old man was found beaten to death 
in an abandoned building in South Lawndale, 
according to news reports and the Cook County 
Medical Examiner’s Office. 

Assault is not a common method used to 
commit murders in Chicago. A Chicago Police 
Department report that analyzed murders in 
2008 found 7 percent of 511 murder victims were 
beaten to death. 

Citywide, there have been 10 homicides 
recorded so far this month, including a fatal car 
crash that killed two people in West Englewood. 
The driver in that crash was initially charged with 
reckless homicide. Chicago police recorded 46 
homicides in October 2008.tswartz@tribune.com

Lawyer Sulaiman al-Jumeii said he plans to 
appeal the court’s ruling and is confident the 
sentence against his client, which includes a 
ban on travel and talking to the media for five 


years after his release, will be revoked. 

Al-Jumeii maintains that his client, Mazen 
Abdul-Jawad, was duped by the Lebanese 
LBC satellite channel which aired the talk 
show and was unaware in many cases he was 
being recorded. 

“I hope you will not consider the case 
closed,” the lawyer said. “I will continue 
pursuing the TV channel, even if no one 
stands by me, until it gets the punishment it 
deserves.” 

The program, which aired July 15 on LBC 


and was seen in Saudi Arabia, scandalized this 
conservative country where such frank talk is 
rarely heard in public. Some 200 people filed 
legal complaints against Abdul-Jawad, who 
works for the national airline. 

The program, “Bold Red Line,” begins 
with Abdul-Jawad, dubbed a “sex braggart” 
and “Casanova” by the media, describing 
the first time he had sex at 14. He then leads 
viewers into his bedroom, dominated by red 
accessories, and then shows off blurred sex 
toys.

That rumbling heard throughout the NHL 
is the belief there finally might be a seismic 
shift in the Western Conference’s Central 
Division. 

The Detroit RedWings have ruled the divi- 
sion for eight seasons. Now, the Blackhawks 
appear ready to make a run at breaking the 
Wings’ stranglehold. 

The Blackhawks will get their first chance 
to see how they stack up against their rivals 
Thursday night at Joe Louis Arena. 

When the Hawks last saw the Wings, they watched as Detroit cel- 
ebrated its conference finals victory en route to the Stanley Cup finals. 
“Hopefully what we did this summer, in training camp and over this 
season is going to be enough and we’re going to beat them when it 
really counts,” Hawks captain Jonathan Toews said. “This game is a 
test for us.” 

The Wings appear to have been weakened by the departures of 
Marian Hossa and Tomas Kopecky to the Hawks. Mikael Samuelsson 
and Jiri Hudler also are playing elsewhere, and the only significant 
additions have been veterans Todd Bertuzzi and Jason Williams. 

The Hawks, on the other hand, tweaked their roster to add veterans 
Hossa, Kopecky and John Madden to help offset the losses of winger 
Martin Havlat and goaltender Nikolai Khabibulin. Hossa is side- 
lined until at least late November following shoulder surgery in 
July 

“It’s going to be a good challenge, and it’s going to be fun, 
said Kopecky, who had six goals and 13 assists for the Wings 
last season. “They lost a couple of guys, Samuelsson, 

Hossa and [goaltender Ty] Conklin, and they made a 
couple of [other] changes. If 
they’re weaker, we’ll see.”

Their eats: Israel Olguin and Maria Aguilar, 
the husband-and-wife owners of new 
Andersonville BYOB Cosina Grill, used to 
drive past the space that’s now home to their 
Mexican restaurant almost daily as they com- 
muted to restaurant jobs downtown. Then 
one day the industry vets (Olguin’s worked as 
a chef and Aguilar’s been in management for 
about 15 years) saw a “for lease” sign go up in 
the Foster Avenue storefront, and they knew 
it was time to act on their long-simmering 
plans to open a place of their own. 

You’ll likely meet Aguilar on your first visit 
to Cosina, as she oversees front-of-house 
operations. Olguin’s back in the kitchen, but 
you’ll be introduced to him too, byway of the 
complimentary trio of salsas that hits your 
table with the requisite basket of chips. The 
salsas— a mild tomato, a smoky tomatillo- 
chipotle and a kicky tomatillo-jalapeno— are 
based on his mother’s recipes, which he 
learned as a child. 

Cosina’s menu packs in plenty of Mexican 
favorites, including fajitas ($i4-$i9), enchila- 


das ($12- $14) and a 
burrito (Aguilar’s 
creation, boldly 
dubbed “burrito 
loco”) filled with 
white rice, guaca- 
mole and grilled 
jumbo shrimp in 
chipotle mayo 
($15). Among the most popular items is a 
dish from Olguin’s hometown of Pachuca in 
Mexico’s Hidalgo state: tilapia served in corn- 
husks with cactus, onions, garlic and herbs in 
a tomato-chile d’arbol sauce ($16). But the real 
specialty is carne asada ($18), juicy cuts of filet 
mignon grilled and served plain with a cheese 
mole enchilada on the side or topped with 
Chihuahua cheese and your choice of mild red 
ranchero sauce, dark and rich mole dona espe- 
ranza, or tangy mole verde. 

The favorite, Olguin says, is the complex 
mole dona esperanza, which he makes from an 
old family recipe handed down from Aguilar’s 
mother. The spicy-sweet nuance in the thick 
Michocan-style sauce comes courtesy of 19 dif-

ferent ingredients and three days of work. 

Your drinks: Cosina’s kitchen churns out 
three kinds of salsa, zesty ranchero sauce and 
a couple of moles. But there’s one kind of 
sauce you’ll have to bring yourself: tequila. For 
that, head to In Fine Spirits (5418 N. Clark St. 
773-506-9463), where you can pick up a bottle 
of Zapopan Silver ($25), a 100 percent agave 
tequila that makes for a smooth margarita. 


(It’s the same stuff In Fine Spirits uses in mar- 
garitas at the bar next door.) Cosina’s servers 
will mix up mango, strawberry, tamarind or 
traditional margaritas by the pitcher ($12) or 
the glass ($4), blended or on the rocks. Cosina 
Grill charges a $1 corkage fee per person.

Chris O’Donnell leads a swarm of former Chicagoans taking over starring roles on prime-time TV 


What do Chris O’Donnell, Jane Lynch, Zach 
Gilford and Gary Sinise have in common? 

i. They’re all on TV this fall, and 2. They’re all 
from the Chicago area. 

With new shows starring O’Donnell, Lynch, 
Colin Egglesfield, Danny Pudi and Aimee 
Garcia joining old standbys starring Gilford, 
Sinise, Cassidy Freeman and Jeff Garlin, you 
can’t turn on your TV without watching a for- 
mer Chicago resident. 

Factor in non-Chicago natives who went to 
school or worked here— Misha Collins, Tina 
Fey and Amy Poehler, for example — and prime- 
time TV is bursting with Windy City ties. 

Many of the actors from freshman series with 
whom RedEye talked didn’t have a definitive 
explanation for the Chicago mafia’s takeover 
of the TV schedule, but they do have theories. 

“Maybe purely by a numbers standpoint there 
are a lot of us,” joked O’Donnell, who stars in 
the freshman hit “NCIS: Los Angeles.” “I figure 
some of us {had} to make it through.” 

O’Donnell was kidding, but he may be on 
to something. He met up with several former 
Chicagoans, including Jeff Garlin and Joe

With Chicago’s 
reputation for turn- 
ing out actors from 
sketch comedy giants 
Second City and iO, 
its well-known the- 
aters, it’s little won- 
der Chicago-trained 
actors are all over TV Pudi, who stars in NBC’s 
“Community” and studied at Second City, said 
Chicago’s sketch and improv comedy scene is 
second to none. 

“It’s just a really great city in terms of net- 
working, working and learning from the people 
who are so good at what they do,” Pudi said. 
“It’s just got such a great pipeline —Tina Fey and 


all these good comedians — they get their chops 
there and move to another city and take it to 
the masses.” 

Pudi also mentioned the city’s major drama 
programs, including Northwestern and 
Columbia College. Many of the more than 
3,000 alumni of Columbia College living in L. A. 
work in entertainment jobs, said the college’s 
vice president for institutional advancement, 
Eric V. A. Winston. 

And although not all of those Columbia 
College grads are actors, one who does credit 
her training at the school for helping her in 
Hollywood is Erica Hubbard, who stars in ABC 
Family’s “Lincoln Heights.” 

“That was very important to me, the {the- 
ater] training,” she said. “I think people take 
that and carry it to L. A. and they end up getting 
a lot of opportunities because they have that 
training on the stage.” 

Lynch and Garcia both got their starts in 
Chicago theaters. Lynch says the “guerrilla 
training” she received in Chicago’s theater scene 
has helped her adapt to all kinds of situations 
on both TV and movie sets. She learned how to 


“heighten and explore,” she said, because some- 
times you’re not given a lot of good material in 
the script. 

“I think my training in Chicago taught me to 
really take advantage of {what I’m given] and 
also show up with my own ideas, not expect- 
ing people to spoon-feed me,” she said. “That 
is really, I think, great training to have in this 
business because it’s very easy to get lazy.” 

Lynch claims that she’s gotten lazy, but it’s 
hard to believe.

Whitening strips and professional treatments 
aren’t the only ways to keep your teeth pearly 
Here are a few tips from New Town Dental Arts 
in James City County, Va.: 

» Keep teeth clean. Aim to brush— or at least 
rinse— right after eating, especially if you’ve 
had a food or drink that stains teeth easily 
Also floss daily and see a dentist regularly 
» Beware of big Stainers. Berries, chocolate, cof- 
fee, tea, colas, root beer, red wine and tobacco 
are known for discoloring enamel, the hard outer 
surface of teeth. With darkening drinks, 
use a straw or swallow 



quickly to limit contact with front teeth. 

» Crunch away Hard raw fruits and vegetables 
such as carrots, broccoli and apples will help 
scrape away plaque, which makes teeth look 
dull. 

» Supplement regular toothpaste. Use a whiten- 
ing paste once or twice a week to remove sur- 
face stains. Or mix a paste of baking soda and 
water and brush with it a few times a week (but 
not daily, as the mixture is abrasive). 

» Brush gently Scrubbing too hard erodes 
enamel. Use a toothbrush with soft bristles and 
clean with light circular motions. Note: 
Electric sonic toothbrushes are espe- 
cially good at stain removal. 

» Get your fluoride. Make sure your 
daily toothpaste contains this 
mineral, which helps prevent 
decay Ask your dentist about 
rinses or gels that guard 
enamel. 

» Freshen up. 
Depending on what 
whitening method 
you use, you may need 
a touch-up treatment 
every six months or so.

Even if you don’t believe in ghosts, walking through a graveyard can be a little spooky— 
especially in autumn as the trees lose their leaves, flowers wither away and light fades in the 
late afternoon. But cemeteries can make fascinating destinations, such as these graveyards 
in Indianapolis and Cleveland. 


Indianapolis

Crown Hill Cemetery’s 
notables range from 
Benjamin Harrison, U.S. 
president from 1889 to 
1893, to bank robber John 
Dillinger. Others buried 
here include Indiana poet 
James Whitcomb Riley, 
who created the Little 
Orphan Annie character, 
and Eli Lilly, founder of the 
pharmaceutical company. 
But many visitors enjoy 
the grounds as much as 
the history. At 555 acres, 
Crown Hill is the third- 
largest non-governmental 
cemetery in the country, 
with 25 miles of roads 
and an 842-foot hill that 
affords a 360-degree 
panoramic view of 
the entire Indianapolis 
skyline. Founded in 1863 
on the site of a former 
tree farm and nursery, 
the cemetery also offers 
beautiful fall foliage with 
4,000 trees from more 
than 100 species. Special 
events include “Music of 
the Night” concerts with 
“Skeletons in the Closet” 
tours on Oct. 23 and 24 
at 8 p.m. and on Nov. 1 
at 3 p.m. (tickets, 
317-920-4165). 



Cleveland

Perhaps the most impressive site at Lake View Cemetery on Cleveland’s 
east side is the James A. Garfield Monument honoring the U.S. 
president who was assassinated in 1881. The monument includes a 
180-foot tower, a marble statue and mosaics depicting his life and 
death. The upper balcony of the monument provides a view of the 
Cleveland skyline and Lake Erie. Other memorials to famous men at 
Lake View include a white 65-foot obelisk marking John D. Rockefeller’s 
grave, and a monument to lawman Eliot Ness, whose ashes were 
scattered in Wade Pond. The interior of the cemetery’s Wade Chapel 
was designed by Louis Comfort Tiffany and his studio. Lake View 
opened in 1869, modeled after the so-called garden cemeteries of 
England and France. On Nov. 1, Lake View offers All Saints Day tours at 
3 p.m. about some of the cemetery’s famous residents.
